Tbe Bace Betweca "Hemry" 
and "EcttpM^ U9S. 


The 
racing 
career ot "A»encan 


Eehp*e" had been «ne aene* of (brilhant 
succeaa. He waca Northern-bred hone, 
and aa auch waa th* nval ol Southern 
studs. The turfmen of Virginia, Hary- 
and, and South Carolina, regarded hint 
with envy, and they sought to defeat, if 
not to diagracohim 
In 1823, ma gnat wa* 


us fame, and to foveruh the raoing pulse* 
.hat the gentlemen of the South made a 
bold effort to humble Northern pride. Mr 
James J Harrison, of Brunswick, Va, 
challenged Mr Van Banat to run. hu 
lorse "American Eclipse** against "Sic 
Charles," over the Washington Course at 
at Charleston, four-mile beat*. The ohal- 
engo was promptly accepted, each gentle- 
man stale 
$5,000 on his horse, and fix- 


ngtbeSOL day of November for the race. 
'&r Charles'* having met with aa acci- 
dent, Mr Harrison wa* obliged to pay for- 
eit, but he offered to run hi* horse a sin- 
rle four mile heat against "Eclipse," for 
11,500 a side 
This offer was accepted by 


ffr VanRanst, the horse* were prepared 
For the race, and the- Northern ohampion 
achieved an easy victory, "Sir Charles'* 
breaking down, on the last mile. 


The South felt humiliated, and in the 


evening of the game day, that Napoleon of 
the turf, William E. Johnson, Esq., of 
Petersburg^ Virginia, pledged himself to 
iroduce a horse, on the hut Tuesday in 
Slay, 1823, to run four-mile heats against 
"Eclipse" orer the Union Course, Long 
Island for $20,000, $3,000 forfeit. On 
the pare of nevsral gentlemen from tbe 
Sortn thia challenge was- promptly accept- 
ed bj Mr John C Stephens. Such, in 
jricf, are tho facts which led to the most 
excitmg race ever run-on this continent. 


Throughout the long winter nights the 


proposed match was tbo subject of earnest 
dwLuseion and spepuhtUon, the North 
was pitted against the South, and the 
event aroused sectional prejudices and ap- 
pca'cd to sectional pride 
A battle be- 


tween two groat armies could not hav* 
excited greater interest than this race 
net-ween "Henrv** and "Eclipse." The 
27th day of May,' 182J, dawned in beauty. 
and by twelve o'clock it was estimated 
that not legs than sixty thousand pecpl* 
Eiad assembled at tho Union Course 
The 


Southern party had brought five horse* 
with them, and from this five " Henry," a 
son of " Sir Archy," and out of a mare by 
the great ' Diomed," was selected a* th* 
competitor «f "Eclipse." 
"John. Bioh- 


arde," a four-year-old, was Colonel John- 
son's favorite, and " Henry " his secosd 
choice, but the former, havuig fallen lame, 
the fortunes of the Southern gentlemen 
were staked upon the latter 
The race 


was run amidtt the wildest enthusiasm— 
" Henry" winning the first heat by half a 
length AMr Purdy, an experienced foock- 
ey, and one who had piloted ** Eclipse " to 
many victories, changed places in the sad- 
dle with. Crofts for the second beat; and 


hen it was. observed that Purdy wa» 


astride tho son of "Doroo,* we are told 
that Northern hope revived. "Eclipse" 
was A hone that required punishment tg 
force him to his speed; though not so fleet 
of foot as " Henry," he waa a horse of 
great stoutness, and it -was thu-stoutness 
which made him invincible in a four-mile 
struggle. Pardy understood this fss* full 
well, and when they received thewori 
for tho second hert he drove the chestnut 
forward, giving " Henry " no respite. The 
tactics were good, and they won the sec- 
ond heat 


At this stage of the battle the excite- 


ment was most intense, for a heat had -been 
placed to tbe credit of each contestant. 
Cue more straggle and the race would be 
oyer, and victory would perch £*tar wpon 
the banner of tho North or that ot^f 
South. A few fleeting minutes, and 'tie 
pnde of ooo aactioa. would be "exalted. 
wbile the hope* of the other section would 
be blasted 
Thousands trembled in the 


balance, and not thousands only, but the 
glory of victory or tho shame of defeat. 
Arthur Taylor, a skillful ndor and a Cram- 
er of experience, mounted "Henry" for the 
third heat, the boy Walden not having 
ridden bim with sufficient tact m the 
former baat to receive^ the'admiration of 
the backers of the son of "Sir Archy" 
Purdy took the laad at the start, and ma* 
king good use of his whip and spurs, kept 
"Eclipse" Bard at work throughout the 
four miles. 
"Henry" m*d* & gallant 


struggle for the front, but the hardr 
champion of the North cooldnotbe passed, 
and "Henry" was too weak, in the lasf 
half-mile of the race, to astonish the multi- 
tude with one of his marvelous flights of 
speed down the home-stretch. 
He lost 


the race and tbe North wa* exultant; 
while Southern hftarts felt sore and South- 
ern pride was Juu&bled. 


Over two hundred thousand dollars 


changed hands at the Union, course on the 
27th day of May, 1823. And that night 
mail packets and mail couriers earned th* 
news south, north, and west from New 
York 
In every country town, the people 


gathered in great numbers, hours before 
the courier could {wambly* arrive, in eager 
anticipation, of the news. Th* race ere*- 
ated u niitxansl interest; and! it was re- 
garded as a contest of 'uatiosul import- 
ance. 


Thaw were th* palmy day* of th* turf, 


and theUmon. eovrae was then at the zenith 
of it* fame. General Eidgely, «f Balti- 
more, Captain Cox, of Wsabuirto*, and 
John. Allen, of Philadelphia, were the 
judges of the rao*, and they reported that 
tbe first heat was run in 7 minute* 37V 
seconds, tho second heat lu 7 minutes 4i 
seconds, and the third m 8 minutes 24 
seconds, thus mski»# th*^a*vregate tuu 
23 minute* 50)a seconds, which u equiva- 
lent to an average of *bo«t este mile in 1 
minute 53 seconds. American " Eclipse," 
as an aged horse, being nine year* old la 
the oprmg of 1823, earned 136 pound*. 
while " Henry" was burdened with 108 
pounds, the advantage lu. weight clearly 
being on the side oi the former, since the 
latter was his junior by five years.—from

In the midst of the conflicting opinion 


touching oor appropriate jwlicy tbwarc 
the Indians, ii is interesting to recur 
the Tiews of the great and good "Wash 
ington upon this rabject aa evinced 
Tarious ways during Lia occupancy of th 
Presidential chair. A Taluable compil 
tion has .been made from Washington 
writings in relation to this subject, by M 
Brunot, chaixvui of the Indian P< 
Commission, and we give our readers sono 
oi tho most pertinent extracts. 


President Washington thus writes t 


£datma Kandolph, Attoraer General, un 
der date of October 190,1791: 


It is my wish, and desire that you 


examine the lairs of the General Govern 
ment which have relation to Indian affairs 
that is, for the purposa of secnrrag tha 
lands to tbeia, restraining States or ind 
dividuals from-purchasing their lands, an 
forbidding unauthorized intercourse i 
their dcslings with them; and moreover 
that you would suggest each 
laws as "will #upply the defects of thos* 
which are in beinr, thereby enublin 
the Executive to enforce obedience. 


If Congress expects to live in peace wit1 


tho neighboring Indian and to avoid th 
expenses and horrors of continual hostili 
ties, such" a measure will be found indis- 
pensably necessary; for unless adequate 
penalties arc provided that wilt check th 
spirit of speculation in lands, and will en 
«ble the .Executive to carry them into ei 
feet, this country will be constantly em 
broiled with the Indiana, and appear faith 
less not only in their eyes, but in those o 
the neighboring powers also. 


Two weeks after -writing the above 


WasMngton addresses" in the following 
words, both Houses of Congress: 


It is sincerely to be desired that all neec 


of coer.-ion in future may cease; and tin; 
an intimate intercourse may succeed, c;il 
culated to advance the happiness of the 
Indians, und to attach them Srmly to tin 
"Unite*! States. In order to do this, i 
seems necessary that they should experi 
ence the benefits of an impartial dispan 
sation of justice, that tbo mode iilienatin;, 
their land?, the main source of disconten 
and war :-hould be so defined and re""u- 
Irtted as to obviate imposition; that com- 
merce with them shouM be promoted under 
regulations tending to procure an eq ' 
ble deportment toward them, and tliat 
such rasioaal experiments should be mude 
for imparting to them tho blessing* of ci- 
vilization as may from time to lime suit 
their condition; that the Executive of the 
United States should be enabled to em- 
ploy the means for uniting their immedi- 
ate interests in the preservation of peace 
and that efficacious provisions should be 
made for inflicting adequate penalties ui 
en ail those who. by violating their rights 
shall - infringe tho treaties' and eadnncer 
the peace of the Union. 


A system corresponding with, the mile 
principles of religion and pTulantliropv 
toward an unenlightened race of men 
whose happiness materiallv depends on 
the conduct of the United State*, would be 
as honorable to the dictates of sound 
policy. 


A few months after the above address to 


Congress President 
"Washington 


writes to John Carroll: 


Impressed aa I am with the opinion that 


the most effectual meana of securing thi 
permanent attachment of our savage 
neighbors is to. convince them that we are 
just, and to show them that a proper and 
irieadlr intercourse with us would be for 
our mutual advantage, I can not conclude 
without giring you my thanks for your 
just and benevolent wishes to effect this 
desirable end npon tho mild principles c 
religion and philanthropy. 


To Gourerneur Morris, under date of 


June 21,1733, he writes: 


We are essaying every means in our 


power to undeceive those- hostile tribes 
with respect to the disposition of oar conn- 
try toward them, and to convince them 
that we neither seek their extirpation nor 
the occupation of their lands, exccDt such 
as hare been obtained by fair treaty and 
purchase bonafide made, &c. 


In the following November "Washington 


again addresses Congress: 


I cannot dismiss the. subject of Indian 


^affairs without again- recommending to 
your consideration the expediency of more 
adequate provision for giving energy to 
the laws throughout our interior frontier, 
and for restraining the commission, of out- 
rage upon the Indians, without, which all 
pacific plans must prove nugatorv.
